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MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Agenda — National Capital Planning Commission 
Master Plan, Garage Hearings, December 6 and 7, 1972 


On November 27 Mr. Hromanik was called and requested 
to provide information and guidance concerning the roles of 
Agency representatives participating in the December 6 and 7 
NCPC Committee and Commission hearings regarding the Head- 
quarters Garage and the Preliminary Master Plan. 


During the telephone conversation, Mr. Hromanik assured 
that although hearings on our project do not appear on the 
formal printed agenda for December 6 and 7, executive sessions 
are not so listed and our hearings are definitely scheduled 
for these dates. He informed that the Federal Planning and 
Projects Committee hearing would take place at approximately 
11:00 a.m. on December 6, and the NCPC hearing would occur 
at either 3:00 p.m. or 4:00 p.m. on December 7. Mr. Hromanik 
advised that he would inform us soonest of more specific timing. 


Mr. Hromanik indicated he was completing the final stages 
of the Staff Report for presentation to the Federal Planning 
and Projects Committee at the December 6 hearing. In order 
to complete his report, Mr. Hromanik inquired as to the results 
of Agency discussions with the National Park Service concerning 
Agency bus use of the George Washington Memorial Parkway. He

Following discussions with the Director of Logistics 
on the subject of GSA project officer and A&E presence and 
participation in the hearings, I called Mr. Hromanik to 
inquire of the Commission's outlook concerning the roles and 
degree of participation of these individuals in either open 
session, executive session, Committee hearings or Commission 
hearings. Unfortunately, Mr. Hromanik was unable to receive 
my call nor has he returned my call as of the writing of this 
memorandum. A review of our project files reveals that both 
GSA project officer and the A&E were invited by the Agency to 
participate in both previous NCPC hearings held in executive 
session on the garage. In view of their previous participation 
and the constructive contribution which they can make during 
the forthcoming hearings, it would be to our advantage to 
invite them per the guidance of the Director of Logistics. 


In response to the specifics of Agency participation 
in the hearings, Mr. Hromanik provided the following inform- 
ation concerning time frames and relative roles:

2. A statement of Agency present and long-range objectives, 
philosophy, and proposals concerning the Garage Project and 
the proposed Preliminary Master Plan. Mr. Hromanik suggested 
either Mr. Coffey or Mr. Blake present a five-minute general 
talk on this outlook and overview. 


3. A presentation briefing of the Preliminary Master Plan 
and the Garage Project to the Federal Planning and Projects 
Committee. Mr. Hromanik suggested Mr. give this briefing 
exactly as presented to Mr. Conrad and members of his staff 
in Mr. Coffey's office in September 1972. 


4. A discussion period in which committee members will 
direct questions to Agency representatives and committee 
staff representatives.

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5. The presentation of a previously-prepared staff 
project review to the Federal Planning and Projects Committee 
with staff recommendations (Mr. Hromanik). 


6. The Federal Planning and Projects Committee then 
determines acceptance of the staff report as written or with 
appropriate suggested modifications and additional recommen- 
dations and adopts it as the Federal Planning and Projects 
Committee Report. Committee members vote on motions, usually 
with recommendations for or against by the staff. These votes 
and the committee report are presented by the Committee Chair- 
man, Paul Thiry, to the NCPC at the hearing on December 7, 1972.

1. A summary presentation of the Garage Project and the 
Preliminary Master Plan is presented to the Commission by 
a staff or committee briefing officer. 


2. A presentation of the Committee Report on the agenda 
item voted upon the previous day and committee recommendations 
are made to the Commission by Paul Thiry who is Chairman of 
the Federal Planning and Projects Committee and a member of 
the Commission. 


$3. Members of the Commission discuss the project and 
direct questions to Committee members or Agency represent~- 
atives. The Commission then votes or acts on the final motion 
one way or the other.
